The Union men of Maryland have everything
at stike in the contest this tall, and have
entered the canvass with determined snd une
sparing effort.

Or I we conelder Congress
in s proper light of a lemsintoure, instead of a
jury, it is iteell in daring rebellion against the
Constitntion, The Constituuion, in  positive
terms, forbuds Concress to pass any 2 post faclo
Inw: thnt is, any law preseribing a diderent or
areater punishment for any erime than was in
force at the thoe it was committed. But the
prefsent Congress not only deties wtd violntes
this prohibition, but insists on a penalty  which
is 20 extre muely o pos! Yaclo tht the Constitie
tiom dself must be alrtered belore it can in-
flicted.

The Constitution as it stands and the daws as
they hiave heen enscted provide sulliciently lor
the suppres-ion ol a rebellion when it is in pra-
press, and Jor thefpunichiment of tinitors atter
its close,  Comgress, says the Constitution, may
decinre the punishment of tyewson: Congress
has declured the punishment of treason, and
preseribed the method ot trisl.  All the partici-
1mm~ in ibe late Revellion, or as many of their
eaders g2 the Government chese to proceed
agamngt, might have been tried, and, if con-'
vieted, sentenced to loss of property or to death.
Instewd of inflicting the legal penalties, the
Government has chosen to yemit them, Con-
gress intended, or at least anthorized this, by
Inserting in the lew o provision thal the Prest-
dent might, “by proelnmation orotherwi-e.” and
on any conditions he juducd proper, absolve the
guilty by amunesty or pardon: wiich earries as
complete un cxermption from sll tuture penaltios
or molestation as an nequoictsl by s jury. The
Uresident cun ueithier revoke a pardon once
given, nor oin Congress by new lawa ordain
other penalties for a erime subsequent to its
commission. The Government. therefore, hns
exhnusted s pennl suthority in reference to
the late Rebellion, except i relation to the
very few unpardoned Rebols,

This abstinvnee from enforcing the legal pen-
nliies of treason is frequently orged in the He-
publican jonrnals ns an argumeet for the fuir-
ness and propriety of the ez post Facto penalties
now sought o be inflicte.  Besides the fatal
objectious to this kind of offset founded on the
principles of criminal justice, and (he prohibi-
tions of the Constitution, it 15 repugnant 1o nuty-
ral equity in blending the innocent and the
gulltyi n the same nndistingulshing pamshment,
At least halt of the Bouthern whites were invel-
g'ed into the Rebellion by the lies or toreed into
it by 1the threat= of the secession leaders.

It 1s thus appurent that with the continupnee
of peace our national debt, whicu, at the close
of the war, was neceptea as a burden that would
rest upon the shoulders of the people for per-
haps o hundred years to come, may be removed
witbout nuy extruordipary efforts wilhin the next
wen years, But herethe gueston recurs, it this
thme may be achieved under the pressut loose
and makeshitt mansgement of our nationnl
finunees, and under our presen! hoavy and waste-
ful system of Mmternal taxation= and s eollee-
tions, coula not the same resull, voder some
engy reforms, be reiached s soon, while lizhten-
fne ar the some time onr general scheaunls of
taxations, mterunl and exteionl? It 1s to the
solution of this question thar we would now in
vite the special uttention of Prosident Johneon,
He hos it now within bis power, by carctally
thgested mensures ot reform and retrenchment
in expenditures und o 1axes and in the mannge.
ment of the national Treasury, o open the way
for the payment of our nstional debt within
litteen years, with a reduction of our taxes na2
we g0 on, beginning gay at twenty per cent,, and
still cutting them down from yeur to year till
they rench the standard ol a peace establigh-
ment, relieved of debt, fnterest, and principal.

something s due to that great body of the
prople who have borne the inmediste burdens
of the war, and the lessenlug ol their present
taxutions, especially on the necessartes of hife,
iay be profitably nndertukoen, oven in viow of
some extension of the tiime when, from the pre-
sent rate of the quurterly or yearly surplu= of
thie Treasury, the whole burden of our natlonul
debt will be removed. In this view a recon-
sirnetion bill reported from the Committee of
Fitteen ut the last session of Congress, giviug fo
the lately rebellious Slates s margin of ten
vears for the pnyment of their proporton ol
this debt, w uul-f be & good thing: tor in ope-
ranng to the rapid development ot the industry
und cowmercinl producis ol the South, this
mieasure would in every way operate to
srengthen the hands of the North wnd to in-
crease the resources of the Treasury, This bill,
as a part ol the reconstruction plan of Congress,
ghoula not be overlooked by the South, Let
them come in at once under the amendment,
and they will get thoir ten years’ eredit; for this
Congress, atter proposing this inducement, can-
not safely deny 1t,

But leuving the ree nstruction plan of Con-
gress to tuke its course, we would urge upoo
President Johnson the financial reforms and
reireuchments suvgested as utfording him a
broud field for the grestest resulis to his Ad
mwinistrarion and the country, We have from
time to time indicated some of the specitie
measures ol reform culled tor, lncindivg the
raving of the iew ol tweniy-tive or chirty mil
Hons now absorbed in the perquisites of the
rationsl banks. Then, azain, the boundless
tecourees of the Government vnersl luads of
